It was therefore the cause 
for the decision of the Soviet gov- 
ernment to close its embassy in 
Budapest.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn. — Wait- 
tresses and waiters at Kresge’s 
ftve-and-dime store in New Ha- 
ven are obliged to turn their tips 
over to the management, the 
Bridgeport Herald says. 

The Herald reported an in- 
vestigation made by a State De- 
partment of Labor inspector who 
ordered a bun and coffee, paid 
for it, and then left the girl a 
10-cent tip. The tip was rung up 
on the register. 

The girl told the inspector that 
lunch counter employes were un- 
der orders to ring up all tips, 
which averaged about 75 cents 
a day.

For 12 Cleaning Jobs 


Over 1,000 Slept in Armory to Be First in 
Line for Jobs Which Pay Less 
Than $19 Weekly

By three o’clock yesterday afternoon, clerks of the 


Civil Service Commission had reg- 
istered 4,152 women who had ap- 
plied for jobs as laboratory helpers 
in the Department of Health. 

Of that amount, when the exami- 
nation papers are ‘looked through, 
precisely twelve of those thousands 
of women will be given jobs. 

The position, that of cleaning 
glass ware, looking after experi- 
mental guinea pigs, and scrubbing 
equipment, will pay just $960 per

A. F. of L. locals should urge the Ex- 
ecutive Council, now meeting in Miami, 
Florida, to withdraw at once from this 
shameful business which threatens all the 
achievements of the American labor move- 
ment. Meanwhile all labor and progressive 
circles should call upon Congress to preserve 
collective bargaining by rejecting ALL 
amendments to the Wagner Act.

® We hope the editers of the World-Tele- 
gram were present at the 244th Coast Ar- 
tillery Armory yesterday morning. If they 
had been, they would have seen there the 
best answer to their cynical statement that 
Congress “is justified in taking time” to look 
into the emergency which impels Mr. Roose- 
velt to ask for an additional $150,000,000 for 
WPA.

The Real Reason

Through the maze of red-baiting, lies, 
and innuendoes which the Tories have blown 
up around the Amlie appointment, comes the 
real reason for their opposition to his mem- 
bership on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

For a self-advertieed “victor,” Mussolini 
is unprecedently perturbed over the whirl- 
wind developments of international events. 
The combination of continued Loyalist

Bothering fhim no end is the fact that certain 
strata of Britain's social forces which were heretofore 
enthusiastically behind Chamberiain's lines are now

Now, as in the Czechoslovak crisis when Hitler 
massed all Nazi war strength to bluff and bulldoze 
the democracies and assist Chamberlain's treacherous 
plans, both Italy and Germany are rushing war mo-

Mussolin who has been concentrating all eftorts 
to put Italy on a war footing since the concerted af- 
sault was made on Barcelona, has now ordered the 
calling up of army reserves of the 1900, 1899, 1898 and 
1897 classes.

The press reports that the classes of 
1906 and 1907 have been called up for “training,” but

This joint war mobilization follows Hitler's Reich- 
stag promise of cocperation with fascist Italy against 
France and Spain and coiricides with the recent anti- 
British and anti-French vituperation In the Italian 
and German press. 

It is reports such as the following which Mussolini 
receives in more copious volume than are available to 
us, from his agents in London, that are worrying Ital- 
lan fascism as to whether their Chamberlain allies 
can finally put over their agreed deals: ‘From a cable 
to the Chicago Daily News from London by its corre- 
spondent, William H. Stoneman.) 

“There are various signs that many sections of 
British opinion that have been tolerant toward Ger- 
man-Itallan activity, since the days of the Ethiopian 
war, are now becoming aware of perils which they 
have hitherto refused te recognize. 

“Opinion in the ‘City,’ London's financial com- 
munitz, is swerving from the pro-German position 
which it held prier te Munich, to an anti-German, 
anti-Italian ‘don’t give another inch’ attitude.” 

While this represents a trend and not a major 
movement of the Chamberlain backers, it has Musso- 
lini worried.
